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A final 
resting 
place

Tina Gordon finally got the call on Jan. 3 that 
the Gordon family had been waiting on for more 
than 60 years. 

“I was so excited,” she said. “I couldn’t wait to 
go and tell Cliff.” 

Clifford Gordon, Tina’s father-in-law, had kept 
hope that his baby brother, Paul Marshall Gordon, 
a soldier in the Korean War, would finally be laid 
to rest at home in Grant County. 

Clifford had given a DNA sample several 
years ago in hopes that Paul’s remains could be 
identified among remains the Korean government 
released to the United States military that had 
been entombed in Hawaii. 

Tina didn’t get the chance to tell Clifford that 
Paul would be coming home because Clifford 
died just before mid¬ 
night the very night she 
got the call notifying 
the Gordon family that 
Paul’s remains had 
been identified. 

“I didn’t get to tell 
him and it broke my 
heart because he talked 
about his brother all 
the time,” Tina said. 

Paul’s family, 
including his only liv¬ 
ing sibling, Dorothy 
Gordon Gayhart, were 
able to finally see their family legacy completed 
when Paul was given a military funeral with 
honors last week. 

Mickey Sanders, Paul’s oldest niece, gave his 
eulogy. Sanders, of Port Orchard, Washington, 
said she wouldn’t have missed being back in 
Grant County for this occasion. 

“This is not to glorify our family, but to give 
hope to other families,” Sanders said. “This is the 
story of a hero and I’m honored to have this 
opportunity to give this eulogy for Paul.” 

Sanders said that Paul was “a Sherman boy 
through and through.” 

“This is the first funeral I’ve attended that’s 
filled with joy because it’s been a long time com¬ 
ing,” she said.

S unday around 5:30pm, feel¬ 
ing as patriotic as I ever felt, I

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Organic 
fertilizer recipe 


I f you are a regular reader of my column you 
likely know that I much prefer an organic ap¬ 
proach to farm and gardening and that I be¬ 
lieve that building healthy soil produces healthy 
food. As I continue to learn more about pest 
control and fertility the more I have come to un¬ 
derstand why healthy plants and animals have an 
edge over their synthetically doped counterparts. 

The other day I needed to do some fertiliza¬ 
tion in the vegetable patch so I gathered up some 
supplies that included bags of alfalfa meal, bone 
meal and cottonseed meal. It made sense to me 
that the mixture would supply a more complete 
slow release source of nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium, as well as important trace elements 
like calcium, magnesium, zinc and copper. But 
to perfect the concoction I turned to a recipe of 
Steve Solomon’s, an organic gardener, author 
and founder of Territorial Seed Company. 

Solomon’s mixture includes seed meals, lime, 
bone meal, kelp meal and some rock dust. Each 
does something special in terms of improving 
the soil and feeding our plants. He suggests that 
we shallowly work four to six quarts per 100 
square foot bed before planting and then again 
as a side dressing to vegetable plants that are 
considered medium to heavy feeders every three 
to four weeks during the growing season. Me¬ 
dium feeders include Brussels sprouts, cabbage, 
cucumbers, squash, peppers, tomatoes, potatoes 
and garlic.

Seed meals (made from 
cotton seed, soybeans, flax¬ 
seed, alfalfa, etc.) typically 
have a nitrogen-phospho¬ 
rus-potassium (N-P-K) ra¬ 
tio of 6-4-2. Lime is im¬ 
portant because it contains 
calcium but be aware that 
there are different forms of 
lime. Dolomitic lime is the 
best because it has calcium 
and magnesium carbonates. 
Agricultural lime is mostly 
calcium carbonates; and 
gypsum is mostly calcium 
carbonate.

This may not mean much 
to us but to plants the extra 
trace elements or micronutrients, are needed in 
small amounts and these various forms of lime 
provide them. Solomon recommends that we 
use a mixture of all three, ideally. Solomon also 
warns that quicklime, burnt lime and hydrated 
lime should never be used in the mixture. 

Bone meal is rich in phosphorus, necessary 
for plants to bloom well; and kelp meal provides 
the entire range of trace elements as well as hor¬ 
monal components that help to regulate growth 
and maintain vigor (some say, however, that the 
power of kelp is a bit exaggerated). Rock dusts 
(which I have absolutely no experience with) are 
apparently a good source of micronutrients and 
can be used in place of the kelp meal. 

So, now that we have our ingredients we need 
the recipe. Grab a big bucket and a scoop and 
measure out by volume four parts seed meal, 
one-quarter part agricultural lime, one-quarter 
part gypsum, one-half part dolomitic lime; and 
he urges for best results, add one part bone meal 
or rock phosphate dust, and one-half to one part 
kelp meal. 

Organic fertilizer is as potent as synthetic so 
do not over use it. The difference between the 
two, however, is synthetic fertilizer delivers the 
nutrient dose way too fast and it does nothing to 
improve soil quality. Organic fertilizers provide 
nutrients to plants at a rate they can absorb and 
use and they improve the soil because they also 
feed the good microbes in the soil that further 
improve plant health.

Tick, Tock 

Hubbs spend days as masters of time

Don Hubbs constantly hears 
the hum of “tick tock” all 
around him. He’s well aware of 
time passing as he’s spent the 
last 40 years making quartz 
clocks. 

Hubbs, of Dry Ridge, began 
his fascination with time when 
he started constructing clocks 
in Richmond in 1975. 

He stopped making clocks 
for a time, but after meeting 
and marrying his wife, Janie, a 
Florida native, the idea of mas¬ 
tering time appealed to both of 
them. 

“About 10 or so years ago, 
my wife said we had to do 
something, so we started mak¬ 
ing clocks again to keep us 
busy in our spare time,” Don 
said. 

They moved to Dry Ridge 
and opened up Time Masters in 
2005. In addition to clocks 
Time Masters also has wall-art, 
record players, stereos and col¬ 
lectibles dating back to the 
1930’s. 

The quaint, small shop is 
located in the heart of Dry 
Ridge in the Dry Ridge Outlet 
Center and is covered from 
floor to ceiling with clocks. 

“Some people say they are 
overwhelmed when they come 
in,” Janie said. 

From clocks featuring the 
University of Kentucky 
Wildcats to music icons to 
princess clocks for children to 


Mickey Mouse, Time Masters 
has something for everyone. 

Janie is responsible for the 
design and Don crafts the art¬ 
work and then assembles the 
pieces. Each clock is hand¬ 
crafted. 

“We don’t know of anyone 
that goes to this extent,” Janie 
said. 

Mastering time isn’t the 
only thing that keeps Don busy. 
He also works full-time job at 
Toyota Manufacturing in 
Georgetown. 

“When I was hired on at 
Toyota, of course I didn’t have 
a lot of time (for the clocks),” 


he said. 

In the early days of the busi¬ 
ness, Time Masters sold a lot 
of clocks shaped liked the state 
of Kentucky. That still has 
waned in popularity but still 
has a following. 

“You can’t buy anything 
like this,” Don said. 

Janie said the ideas for the 
different clocks just come to 
her randomly. 

When the couple are not in 
the shop, they are tinkering 
around their home in Dry 
Ridge on a remodeling project. 

“That keeps us busy,” Janie 
said. 


The couple plans to expand 
their inventory to include NFL 
clocks. They also do other cus¬ 
tom work, especially around 
the holidays when customers 
will bring in photos of their 
family or pets to be used on a 
clock. 

It typically takes the couple 
around three weeks to design 
and assemble a clock and the 
prices range from $12 to $60. 

“We try to make clocks like 
UK clocks for different people 
because we know that some¬ 
times $40 is hard to come by.” 
Janie said. 

There is also a five-year 


guarantee that comes with the 
purchase of each handcrafted 
clock. 

“We tell people if there’s a 
problem, bring it back. But we 
don’t have anyone that brings 
them back,” Janie said. 

Janie’s favorite pieces have 
Christian related themes. 

“My favorite piece is at 
home because I wouldn’t give 
it up,” she said. 

Don’s favorites are the UK 
clocks. 

Janie plans to attend a class 
at UK to learn how to repair 
and make grandfather clocks. 

When the couple goes to 
arts and crafts shows they also 
look for prints that they like 
and purchase, reframe them 
and sell them. The couple also 
sells collectibles and record 
players. 

“It is an outlet for creativi¬ 
ty,” Don said. “If you find 
something you enjoy doing and 
something you can create, it 
gives you real enjoyment in 
what your doing.” 

“Anything that draws an 
interest or is new, we try to 
make,” Janie said. 

The couple plans on expand¬ 
ing the business in a couple of 
years to focus on repair work 
and making clocks, which is 
their favorite part of the busi¬ 
ness, but will wait until after 
Don retires from Toyota. 

“If you can think or it’s pos¬ 
sible, we can make it,” Don 
said.

COACH CAL VISITS COUNTY

True blue Wildcat fans got a 
chance to meet University of Ken¬ 
tucky basketball Coach John Cali¬ 
pari on June 20 when he made a 
stop in Dry Ridge. 

The national championship¬ 
winning coach visited Wildcats 
and More in Dry Ridge to sign 
copies of his new book, “Players 
First: Coaching From the Inside, 
Out.” 

About 100 fans took pictures 
and received autographs from 
Calipari at the store. 

Calipari said the book shares in¬ 
sights on his coaching philosophy, 
along with stories about his first 
few years at UK. 

“We said, ‘Let’s make it about 
these kids and develop players, 
create an atmosphere that they un¬ 
derstand and that team matters and 
build a team,”’ he told fans before 
the signing. 

To emphasize the importance 
of teamwork, Calipari told a story 
about freshman Michael Kidd- 
Gilchrist going to him before the 
SEC championship game in 2012 
to ask if senior Darius Miller, who 
had been struggling, could take his 
place as a starter. 

“We lost the game, but we won 
the national title because Michael 
cared enough about his teammate 
who he knew needed a boost that 
he was willing to give up his spot 
for that guy,” Calipari said. “This 


is an 18-year-old kid. Players first 
doesn’t mean they run the pro¬ 
gram. It means our focus is on pre¬ 
paring them and then they lead us 
where we’re trying to go.” 

The coach also talked about the 
magical run through the NCAA 
tournament that ended with a gut- 
wrenching loss in the champion¬ 
ship game against the University 
of Connecticut for last year’s team. 

“We lose the game and the guys 
are devastated,” he said. “What 
happened was we played reckless 
with nothing to lose and then we 
got to that game and the enormity 
of the game hit those freshmen like, 
‘Oh, my gosh.’ We just didn’t play 
as well. Give Connecticut credit. 
They played great, but we did not 
play how we’d been playing.” 

Looking ahead to this year’s 
team, Calipari will return three 
starters and a deep-bench to go 
along with another stellar fresh¬ 
man class. 

He asked fans at his Grant 
County tour stop to raise their 
hands if they were surprised that 
only Julius Randle and James 
Young entered the NBA Draft after 
the season ended. 

Nearly every one in attendance 
raised their hand, including Cali¬ 
pari. 

“After awhile, I started thinking 
that these guys don’t like me,” he 
said. 

Calipari said he met with some 
of the players the following morn¬ 
ing after the championship loss, in¬ 


cluding sophomore Willie Cauley- 
Stein. 

Cauley-Stein was a projected 
first round pick in the NBA Draft 
despite a tournament-ending ankle 
injury. 

“I said, ‘I am so proud of you,”’ 
Calipari said. “We hugged. I 
thought he was done, he was leav¬ 
ing. The next day he comes into 
my office and says, ‘Coach, I want 
to stay.’ I go, ‘What?’ Well, then 
tell me why. He said, ‘I love it here. 
I’m having a ball. I’m not ready to 
go in that league and have the im¬ 
pact I want to have. And, I want to 
win a championship.’ Those were 
three good answers.” 

Known as one of the most criti¬ 
cized and controversial coaches in 
the country, Calipari did not shy 
away from defending his philoso¬ 
phy of recruiting the best players in 
the country, regardless of how long 
they stay at UK. 

“We had five guys leave and 
go in the NBA first round that first 
year,” he said. “It’s never been 
done before. It really wiped us 
out. The next year, what did we 
do? We went to the Final Four. 
Then, we lost four guys off of that 
team. Then, we won a national 
title. Then, we lost six guys off 
that next team. If Nerlens (Noel) 
doesn’t get hurt, we probably go a 
couple rounds. And they say, ‘You 
can’t do what he’s doing. It was a 
fluke in 2012. It will never happen 
again.’ It happened again last year 
with five freshmen.”

Fixing the dam¬

the vulgar words left behind, she said, adding the metal 
siding may need to be replaced. 

While Clemons has seen graffiti on a piece of play¬ 
ground equipment and on a back of a building at the 
park, she said it has never been to this extent and this 
visible. 

“They absolutely wanted it to be seen,” she said. 

Two tarps have been placed over the vandalism for 
now. 

This is not the first incident of damage done at Grant 
County Park. 

Two suspicious fires in 2012 believed to have been 
arson destroyed the Dry Ridge Consolidated Colored 
School, a historic, structure inside the park, along with a 
Grant County Little League field house and concession 
stand. 

Police continue to investigate tips, but no arrests 
have been made.

Paul was the fourth child of Doll and Urie Gordon. He 
joined the Army on Jan. 14, 1949, along with his best 
friend, Merle Simpson. 

The last time his family saw him alive was in June 1950 
when he was home on leave and the family gathered for a 
meal. 

Gordon received a medal for heroism for saving a 
Korean child who wandered onto the battlefield. He later 
received a Purple Heart. 

His parents kept all the faded, yellowed newspaper clip¬ 
pings about him, along with his hand-written notes, for his 
brothers, sisters, nieces and nephews. 

After he went missing in Januaiy 1951 when his camp 
was over mn by Korean and Chinese soldiers, his mother 
faithfully clipped every POW listing that was printed in 
local papers, as well as all the correspondence the family 
received from the military. 

For more than 40 years, that’s all his family would 
know. 

“We always hoped he’d be among those prisoners that 
were released,” Sanders said. “Grandma probably wrote 
hundreds of letters to servicemen to see if anyone knew of 
Paul’s whereabouts.” 

In 1956, the family was told that Paul’s remains had 
been declared unrecoverable. 

“The family was devastated by this loss and the whole 
town felt it,” Sanders said. “It was like a hole in your heart 
that never healed.” 

She said her father, as well as the rest of Paul’s brothers 
and sisters, passed on to their children to never quit trying 
to bring their uncle home. 

On Tuesday, June 17, Paul’s body with a militaiy escort 
landed in Kentucky at the Northern Kentucky/Greater 
Cincinnati International Airport. Waiting on the ground 
were Dorothy and nearly two dozen of Paul’s relatives. 

Paul’s body was escorted from Sherman Baptist Church 
to the Kentucky Veterans Cemetery North where he was 
buried on June 20. 

“It was by God’s hand that we have him,” Sanders said. 
“The lesson is that no matter how insignificant you seem to 
the world, God keeps track of you. He’s finally at peace and 
home at last, home at last.”
